enterprise. 


The invalid who espouses the cause 


of fowl culture thinking there is but 
little work connected 
therewith is 


deserving of sympathy. The work, it 
it trne, may not require great muscu- 
lar effort, but it does call for continu- 
ous routine labor, and strict obser- 
vanceof detail.—California Cultivator. 


Two Corning almond growers, who 


have 600 and 1500 trees, respectively, 
have sold their crop at 10 cents per 
ponnd on the trees. The New Era 
estimates this to yield an income of 
$180 per acre. 


The blackbird, which was at one 


time almost universally dispised, is 
growing in favor with fruit growers, 
who now relalize thai the bird is an 
active pest destroyer. 
Many or the 


leading fruit growers in this valley 
believe that if the blackbirds were 
protected they would solve the canker 
worm problem.—Corning New Era. 


A recent news report states that 


"Iowa farmers in the vicinity of El 
Dorado are erecting commodious grain 
e lea tor a upon their farms, whereby 
they are enabled to store their own 
grmin as well as to take advantage of 
cheap prices and buy from renters and 
farmers. The grain buyers and eleva- 
tor men in the nearby towns 
are 


alarmed at the independent scheme of 
their farmer customers." 


The two experts in entomology of 


the University of California who have 
been investigating the insect pests of 
Placer and Los Angeles counties have 
made their reports. Warren T. Clark 
dealt with the peach worm problem in 
Placer county at Newcastle, and dis- 
^covered a spray that eifectaally de- 
stroyed the pesvtbe Ions rtever exceed* 
lag 6 per cent *here the apray was 
oaed at the right time, whereas the 
iw* waa 60 per cent where the spray 
was not used. William H. Volck in- 
vestigated the ravages of the red spider 
of Los Angeles county in the San 
Gabriel valley for three months and 
found that a cheap sulphate of potash 
wash reduced the number of spiders 
rapidly, and he is now occupied with 
the problem of destroying the eggs of 
this pestiferous spider. 


Although cattle receipts at all east- 


ern markets for the expired portion of 
the year show a heavy decrease as 
compared with tht: same period in 
1901, this condition cannot long pre- 
vail, says Fi«ld and Farm. 
Receipts 


at this period a yeur ago were abnor- 
mal dwing to* the prevailing drouth. 
Later, when the western range men 
began to look marketwnrd, they found 
a glut in every quarter, owing to 
scarcity of feed and water in the corn 
belt, and turned their stock back into 
the rdhge. Fortune favored them, as 
the winter was mild and stock thrived. 
Losses were few, and 
from this time. 


on a plentiful supply will go forward. 
It is entirely within the range of prob- 
ability that before Setemher 30, 1902, 
the deficit in cattle receipts compared 
with 1901 will have been wi|>ed out. 


Walnut Disease Disappearing 


The walnut disease that has played 


havoc in yearn past is hardly 


noticeable in many of the orchards 
this vi-ar. 
It did i.ut ajiju-ar until the 


sheila were far enough advanced to 
withstand its ravages. The result is 
that the walnut men are about the 
happiest farmers in the valley, sajs 
the Santa Ana corre<i|>okdent of the 
Herald. This is important news. It 
means much to the state if other wal- 
nut growing sections are to he favored 
in the same' way, which seems prob- 
able. 
As a consequence of this fuvoi- 


able condition the Grange county wal- 
nut crop will bo the best for years, 
«ixJ besides a larger yield than was 
anticipated the quality promises to be 
above the average.

Loganberry Culture 


B. F. R., Fresno. H. H. F., Whit- 


tier, and several others write asking 
for full directions regarding the cul- 
ture of Loganberries. 


Any strong soil is suited to the 


IxTjtanberry. 
It should be prepared in 


a most thorough manner, plowed, cul- 
tivate*.!, cross-plowed and cultivated; 
in fact,put in a state of thorough tilth, 
ray out the rows as best adapted for 
irrigating and set a heavy post at the 
end "f each row, with smaller ones 
every 40 or 50 feet, or even closer, be- 
tween these. The rows should be eight 
feet apart to allow of easy cultivation, 
etc., and the plants from three to four 
feet apart in the rows. 


Stretch out wire on the. posts, the 


bottom one 1H inches from the ground, 
then one more, 18 inches above this, 
making a trellis three feet high. Tie 
the first year's growth of vines on the 
lower wire before the new canes start 
to grow. When the second crop is long 
enough, tie them to the top wire and 
in this way there will be no difficulty 
in keeping the two different sets sepa- 
rated. As soon as the crop ia off the 
first set, cut them off and make room 
for the next growth. In this way the 
handling is greatly 
facilitated and 


cheapened and the old and new wood 
is not mixed up. 


The best time to plant is during 


February, March and April. 


New plants are obtained by what ir 


known as layering. As soon as the 
tips of the canes touch the ground this 
can be done. 
Bury the young tips so 


that the end can just 
project. Be 


sure to firm the soil over the tip. 
As this grows, the process^ can be re- 
peated. It is imperative that plenty 
of water be used, in fact one of the 
secrets of success with the Loganberry 
in plenty of water, plenty of fertilizer 
and lots of work. 


Another and earner way to secure 


plants is to bury the last two or three 
fee.t of the ends of the canes the last 
of September. This will aive you one 
very strong plant at the very end and 
a lot of weaker ones nearer in. Better 
not use these last, or at least most of 
them.—California Cultivator.

They also claim that where there is a 
large bulk of cream separated, the 
average percentage of loss of fut is lees 
than is the case where each farmer 
separates his own cream and delivers 
it to the creamery. Another thing the 
creamery managers fear is that the 
farmer separating his own cream will 
not deliver it more than twice a week, 
and that most of them have not facil- 
ities to retain the cream in proper 
condition for delivery to the cream- 
ery.—Jersey Advocate.

Vocabulary of Children Greater than 


Was Believed. 


Max Muller in his "Science of Lan- 


guage" referred to English laborers 
who had not more than 300 words In 
their vocabulary. The correctness of 
tills statement Is disputed by the IV;>- 
ular Science Monthly. 
M. C. and 11. 


Gale of the University of Minnesota, 
having made a close study of the ques- 
tion, report that all such generaliza- 
tions or estimates are misleading, and 
that the average child 2'/4 years old 
uses In one day from six to eight hun- 
dred words. 


It Is not a burning question, and most 


people may not care to know how many 
words a child usus In a day, but Mrs. 
Gale did, and she made an actual couut 
of words used by a boy aud a girl. The 
boy, aged 21/.. years, used 751 different 
words in a day uud made a record for 
the day of 0,290 words. A girl of the 
same age used 020 different words In 
n day and made a record of 8,91)2 
words for the duy. 


Of the 751 words used by the hoy, 


300 were nouns, 
181) verbs, 83 adjec- 


tives, 42 adverbs, 8Interjections,27 pro- 
nouns, 21 prepositions and 14 articles 
aud conjunctions, and of all the differ- 
ent words (54 per ei'iit wore used In the 
first live, hours of the day. 
The full 


vocabulary of the boy was 1.432 aud 
of the girl 1,308 words. 
Neither used 


in any one day all the words at his or 
her command. The boy used his own 
name 1,057 times In ono day. wli!l» '.hi; 
girl used "I," "mo" and "my" U7<> times 
and the word "little" OtiO times. One 
boy, 
- years old. used 10,507 words iu 


ouo day. 


The deductions fr.Jin these facts arc 


that n child is as M-tlve, with its tongue 
as with Its Ic-s; that u child uses u 
larger proportion of verbs 
thuii 
the 


adult; that tlu« 'Wcrhistinjj no" takes 
precedence of the subbmissive yi-s; lhat 
the child uses short words because of 
their fruTvlceablencss, but dees uut hesi- 
tate to grapple with and modify loii;;, 
hard words, and invents words on lui 
pulse when its needs n\iuire. 
Obser- 


vation f-hows that u child of 4 or 5 
does uot use as many v ords in a day 
as a child of 2; but there is no record 
of a boy of 8 who "wants to kuow."— 
Chicago Inter Oceun.

t*bo have not registered Strketlie 
first oi the year will be denied a 
vote, 


It has been expected by M. J. 


Magrew, the county officer 
in 


charge of registration, that this 
year's total would reach 50,000. 
but this estimate, according to 
present progress, is considered 
excessive, and the total may not 
reach more than $45,000. 


The apathy of voters is attri- 


buted to ignorance of the fact 
that an entire new registration 
must be made.. Those who voted 
at the primaries on the former 
registration apparently think it 
unnecessary to register for the 
general election, but this error 
will cost them their votes. 


"No one can vote at tbe gen- 


eral election on November 
4th

vision. It would be impossible to place 
them. By the act of March 14, 1900, 
circulation taken out against the 2-per- 
cents of 1903 is subject to a tax of but 
one-half per cent, per annum, and.by 
the provisions of this act $889,000,000 
in bonds may bejrefunded into bondn of 
this class. Nearly all the older bonds, 
circulation against which is liable to 
a tax of 1 per cent., are subject to this 
refundment. and over $445,000.000 has 
already been refunded into new 2's. 


"Under these conditions it would be 


impossible for the Treasury to find 
purchasers for the Panama bonds, the 
circulation against which is subject by 
provision of Congress to a tax greater 
than that on the circulation issued 
against other government bonds. Sec- 
retary Shaw will, therefore, wait un- 
til Congress convenes and then rec- 
ommend that the act be amended so 
that Panama bonds may be available 
as security for circulation on the same 
basis as regards the tax thereon, as 
other government bonds, namely one 
half of one per cent, per annum. Treas- 
ury officials say the subjecting of the 
Panama bonds to a tax ot one per cent, 
was an oversight, and that Congress 
•will, in all probability, amend the act 
immediately, making the tax but one- 
half of one per cent.

City Engineer Grunsky, of San Fran- 


cisco, in his annual report to the board 
of public works of that city, gives tho 
results of some investigations made bv 
his bureau to determine the extent cf 
the'subsidence of made lands in vari- 
ous parts of that city. It is generally 
known that in some localities tne land 
settles gradually but materially, and 
it has been necessary in many cases 
to raise buildings and the levels of 
the streets themselves from time to 
time. 


From investigations made it has been 


found that the settling or subsidence 
of the lands in the localities namec 
for the period of one year to April, 
1902, has been as follows: 
Markei 


street, from Davis to East, .07 of an 
inch ; Jackson street, from Montgom- 
ery to East, .07 of an inch; Spear 
street, from Market to Bryant, .10 o 
an inch; Mission street, from First to 
East, .11 of an inch; Harrison street 
from Fifth to Sixth, .17 of an inch 
Sixth street, from Howard to Channel 
.10 of an inch. 
While these figures d< 


not look alarming for one year, stil 
the subsidence at the rates named ii 
likely to cause further and 
seriou; 


embarrassment to property owners.
